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BAURACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives 
of the towns of the county. hey shall m2et on the second 
Wednesday of each bienniul session of the General Court or 
other day in the same week, shall choose a cha‘rman and 
clerk, and may adjourn as they see cause. 

The County Convention shall appoint two auditors bienni- 
ally, one each from the two leadiog political parties. 

The County Commissioners and Treasurér shall furnish the 
Auditors all the aid and information required by them in the 
performance of their duties. | 

The County Convention shall, during each biennial session 
of the legislature, grant county taxes for its county for two 
years ; but the tax for each year shall bz voted separately, and 
collected in the year for which it was voted. 

The Sheriff, the Jailer, the Physician, the Clerk of the 
Court, the Solicitor, the Treasurer, the County Commissioners, 
and the Superintendent of the County Farm, of each county, 
shall make up their reports separately, to December thirty- 
first annually, and the same shall be printed together in pam- 
phlet form, in the month of January following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions which concern 
the county, for the current year ending as aforesaid, and the 
report of the Superintendent of the County Farm, shall con- 
tain, in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at 
the farm, a statement of the number of weeks each was so 
supported ; and of the average cost per week of each pauper, 
with an explanation of the basis upon which such calculation 
was made. 

The County Commissioners of each county shall publish at- 
tested copies of the proceedings of the County Convention, 
with the printed reports of the county officers for the year in 
which such proceedings occurred. 
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Commissioners’ Report. 


To THE INHABITANTS OF THE COUNTY OF ROCKINGHAM : 


As required by law of the state to report the transactions of 
the business of the County, we present this, the twenty-seventh 
annual printed report, with the reports of the Superintendent 
of the County Farm and House of Correction, Physicians, Chap- 
lain, Sheriff, Jailers, County Solicitor, Clerk of the Supreme 
Court, and County Treasurer, for the year ending Dec. 31, 1896. 

For the financial standing of the County, reference is made to 
the Treasurer’s report, also to other reports, herewith submit- 
ted, of the various departments to which they refer. 

The County Farm has been under the continued and efficient 
care of Mr. and Mrs. M. J. Dimond, who have maintained the 
good reputation acquired during the last four years, in the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the Farm, also in the kind and 
considerate treatment of inmates of the Almshouse. 

Three terms of school have been maintained at the farm, 
taught by Miss Hattie Plummer of Windham. 

Rev. J. W. Higgins, Chaplain at the Farm, has ever been 
faithful and constant in his endeavor to instruct and lead to a 
better life all who come under his ministrations, visiting the 
sick and feeble, speaking words of comfort and cheer. Also, 
Drs. Mitchell and Sweeney, County physicians, who are ever 
interested in the physical welfare of the inmates, caring faith- 
fully for the sick and feeble oncs, and ever watchful to guard 
against any infectious, contagious or other diseases that so of- 
ten break out in an institution of this character. 

To those who have so kindly contributed reading matter for 
‘ the Almshouse, we would tender grateful acknowledgments, 
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hoping that contributions of such reading matter as is suited to 
the wants of the institution may be continued. 

The windows of the jail, those most accesable to the prison- 
ers, have been furnished with new steel bars, at a cost of about 
three hundred dollars, thus making more secure against escape 
of prisoners. The new heating plant, and also the artesan 
well, are giving satisfaction, the former in supplying sufficient 
heat, the latter in furnishing an abundant supply ot excellent 
water suitable for all purposes. 

We can but speak in terms of commendation of all con- 
nected with the farm or almshouse, the Superintendent, Mat- 
ron, Assistant and helpers, for the cheerful and faithful man- 
ner in which each and all have performed their special duties, 
‘and especially would we acknowledge the kind and courteous 
treatment we have ever received when visiting the farm. 

The old plumbing at the Exeter jail, which was condemned 
by the State Board of Health, has been taken out, and replaced 
with a new system of plumbing, with all the recent sanitary 
improvements; a well arranged bath room for the family, sup- 
plied with hot and cold water, has been furnished, also im- 
provements to sewer traps and outlet, and introduction of town 
water for the use of the jail, at a cost of seven hundred and 
forty-eight dollars. ‘The Portsmouth jail is in good condition, 
needing but little repairs. The jailer’s house has been newly 
papered and painted, adding much to its appearance. 

“Tf the citizens throughout the County would visit the Alms- 
house and witness for themselves the manner in which it is 
conducted, there would be less prejudice against the institution, 
and less suffering among the poor. 

“\\e extend to all citizens, and especially the taxpayers of the 
County, a cordial invitation to visit the Almshouse and witness 
for themselves the manner in which it is managed, and thus be — 
better enabled to judge how the paupers are cared for, and the 
County’s money expended.” 
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It is with feelings of sorrow and sadness that we are called 
to record the death of our friend and associate, Mr. Charles P. 
Griffin, of South Danville, Jan. 15, 1897, who has served as 
County Commissioner for nearly four years—a man of expe- 
rience and good judgment, social and cordial with all whom he 
met, and honored for his strict integrity.

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Physicians’ Report. 


TO THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY : 

We respectfully submit the following report of our department 
in the County Almshouse, Insane Asylum and House of Correc- 
tion at Brentwood, for the year ending December 31, 1896: 

The general health for the year has been very good, and con- 
sidering the large average number of inmates there has been, ~ 
with the exception of those sick with chronic, incurable diseases, 
less sickness than usual, but as ‘‘Eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty,” so in this institution eternal watchfulness is nec- 
essary to keep the sanitary conditions as they should be, and 
to attend to the health and comfort of the inmates. 

But one case of contagious disease has occurred during the 
year, and this case diphtheria. The contagion was brought un- 
doubtedly from outside on the person of an inmate. ‘The sick 
girl and the nurse were isolated, and all parts of the building 
which had been exposed to the contagion fumigated and disin- 
fected, and thus the disease was stamped out at its outset. 

The general appearance of the inmates shows that the food 
and care is sufficient. 

It is noticeable that those sent here, unless they come in the 
last stages of some debilitating and wasting disease, generally 
improve rapidly in physicial condition. 

The change in the heating apparatus made last year has in- 
deed proved a blessing, and has contributed much to the health 
as well as the comfort of the inmates. 

We would suggest the advisability of committing many of 
the cases of sick paupers to this institution earlier than is often 
done, rather than waiting until the time when they must nec- 
essarily die soon after their entrance. This gives out an idea 
among the poor that whoever goes to the county house goes 
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there to die, and they struggle to keep from such a fate as 
they consider it. 

Now there are many cases occurring in which if earlier 
brought here where they would have proper care and food, we 
might expect recovery and a return to their homes and _ occu- 
pations. During the past year we have had some sent here 
early enough to show the above results. 

We think that acting upon the above suggestion would not 
only be humane but economical as well, as the cost of maintain- 
ing the sick poor in an institution like this is much less than 
it can possibly be outside, and the care and surroundings in- 
finitely better than can be had in many of the houses of the 
poor throughout the county. 

Our relations with the Superintendent and Matron, and with 
those acting in subordinate positions in the various depart- 
ments, have been of the pleasantest, and we appreciate the 
prompt and efficient manner in which they have carried out 
any suggestions we may have made for the improvement of 
sanitary conditions and the comfort of the inmates. 

To you, gentlemen of the board, we feel under great obliga- 
tions for your cordial co-operation and help to furnish every- 
thing deemed necessary for our department, .thereby making 
our duties pleasant as well as useful. 

Below is appended a list of deaths occurring during the year. 
The number from tubercular diseases is unusually large, but 
we can not charge any of them to unsanitary conditions here, 
as the decedents in mest cases bring the disease with them at 
their entrance.

Principal. among the beneficial improvements accomplished 
by the Commissioners this year, a modern system of plumbing 
and the introduction of the town water supply to the building, 
with the addition of a well appointed bath room to the resi- 
dence, are among the more important. 

The report of the jail physician, Dr. W. B. Mack, will more 
fully inform you as to the general health of the inmates which 
has been excellent throughout the year. 
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Religious services as heretofore have been conducted regu- 
larly each Sunday, with the exception of a short period during 
the change in the sanitary arrangements, by delegations from 
one or other of our churches who earnestly labor for the good 
of the men they are thus brought in contact with.

It will be observed that the last annual report of the clerk is 
signed ‘ C. G. Conner, by Delia A. Nason.” In the early days 
of 1896 Mr. Conner was seriously ill—unable to attend to his of- 
ficial duties. January 20, 1896, on the eve of the January term 
of court he died. ‘Thereby the County of Rockingham lost a 
servant, tried and true. ‘The bench and bar were deprived of 
a faithful and efficient coadjutor. Very many citizens were 
made to mourn the departure of a genial and pleasant friend. 
By long experience he had become thoroughly familiar with the 
duties of his office, and no successor can hope, for years to 
come, really to fill his place. Very reticent as to the deeper 
things of life, he would scarcely have been called a man of sen- 
timent. Yet that “touch of nature which makes the world 
akin,” he shared with all men, however some may hide it. I 
find its evidence in the quaint, laconic phrase—mingling of 
humor and pathos—with which, annually, he closed his little 
ledger, “Good bye old ’70; Good bye old ’80 ;” and last, “Good 
bye old ’95.”’
